Association of Theatrical Employees

better pay. A year ago Sir George 
Askwith, Chief Industrial Commis- 
sioner, gave an award which was 
to remain in operation for the dura- 
tion of the war. The award has, 
however, proved unacceptable’ to 
the employees association, owing 
chiefly to certain anomalies which it 
has created, and to the alleged dis- 
regard of the award by some employ- 
ers. The association have, therefore, 
intimated to Sir George Askwith, that 
they refuse to be bound by it and de- 
mand that the conditions sha]l be re- 
viewed. The association have also 
notified their willingness to take. part 
in arbitration proceedings, but only 
on the understanding that the arbi- 
tration shall consider, not whether an 
increase in pay should be granted, 
but what the increase is to be in view 
of the high cost of living and the long 
hours worked. The association also 
claim the right of all their members to 
any advance in pay that may be 
awarded, and also to have a maximum 
number of hours specified for the rate 
of pay, with overtime pay for any 
extra hours worked above the maxi- 
mum.

CORN EXPERIMENTS 
IN SOUTHERN STATES

ATLANTA, Ga.—Experiments are 
being conducted with corn in the five 
southern states of Virginia, North and 


South Carolina, Georgia,.- and Ala- 
bama, in 10 counties in each State and 
on two farms in each county, to ob- 
tain data as to the proportion of yield 
due solely to the application of nitrate 
of soda. The purpose of these ex- 
periments is to show the price at 
which farmers can afford to u§e 'this 
fertilizer. They are being conducted 
in accordance with directions issued 
by the Secretary*of Agriculture to the 
bureau of plant industry last spring 
to make 100 experiments.

The rapidity | 
with which this sugar invasion from’ 
the West can take place will be largely | 
controlled by the economies shown in! 
the consumption of sugar by the peo-! 
pie in the western area, and 'the Food 
Administration makes, a special ap- | 
peal to them that. they should vigor- | 
ously reduce the consumption of 
sugar, more especially of candy and) 
swect drinks, in order that the north-,; 
eastern states may be supplied at the | 
earliest possible moment: 

The shortage of sugar in the north- 
eastern states is due to two causes: 
First, the failure of the American! 
public outside many loyal homes ade-; 
quately to reduce their consumption | 
of sugar on the constant and insistent | 
appeals that’ have been made by the’ 
Food. Administration since June; and, 
seconily, to the’unusual exports made. 
to France, in order that we might 
maintain them their ration, which has 
now been reduced to one pound per 
month per. person. 

The consumption of sugar in the 
United States, even now, is over seven 
pounds per month per person, and a} 

saving of one-third of the candy and: 
‘sweet drink cohsumption would have | 
saved the situation now confronting | 
the eastern states. 

By virtue of the agreements made: 
with the cane refiners and the assist- 
ance received from certam Cuban pro- 
ducers, the price of cane sugar from 
the refiners has not been increased 
during the past two months despite the 
nossibility of shortage. Practically ail 
of the cane sugar in the hands of the 
refiners and the producers has now 
been distributed to the jobbers and re- 
tailers. Therefore, if by virtue of the 
shortage in the eastern states, the 
price of sugar should increase, it is 
only proof that it has been increased 
ut the hands of the handling trades, 
not at the hands of either the producer 
‘or the refiner. The Food Administra- 
tion asks the publi¢ not to pay more 
for sugar during the present shortage 
than it has been paying during the last. 
50 days. When the supply of beet 
sugar reaches the Atlantic, staboard, it 
should be available on a less basis. 
than the cane prices above mentioned. 

Furthermore, the Food Administra- 
fion requests that all jobbers in the 
West, as well as in the East, should 
distribute their sugar with care 
amongst the retailers. In much re- 
duced quantities, and that the retailers, 
in turn, should sell but a very limited 
quantity to any.one customer.

The famous cellar schools of. Rheims, an account 
of which recently appeared in the Paris Revue des Deux 
Mondes, are but another fhstance, and a very striking 
one, of the strong feeling of the French people concern- 
ing this subject. It is a remarkable story which is told 
by M. Octave Forsan, who is in charge of the whole 
scheme. When M. Forsan decided to open schools 1 
the cellars he made clear, so he explains, to each teacher 
just exactly what his scheme was, and how desirable 
it was for the children of the town that something of 
the kind should be done, but he did not neglect to tell 
them frankly of the risks they ran. And yet in every 
case, he says, the scheme was enthusiastically reCéived. 
He describes the schools in detail, the long underground 
passages and rooms lighted by petrol lamps, the walls 
hung with mats covered with a light paper, whilst each 
teacher endeavors to bring some cheerfulness to these 
‘catacombs’ by placing flowers or plants on the desk, 
pinning pictures on the walls, and erecting sheaves of 
allied flags. 7 

As for.the children, it is for them, of course, all a 
glorious adventure, and M. Forsan tells how their liveli- 
ness “in the midst of accumulated ruins and under the 
constant threat of German guns” produced a deep im- 
pression on him. “They are not,” he says, “in the least 
affected by it all, and have evén ceased to think any- 
And yet so near are some of the 
schools to the German lines that, in the case of the 
Pommery, Champion, and ’Mumm cellar schools, th@ 
post-office officials, for: about a year after the first school 
was opened, refused to send a post-office employee to 
these quarters to deliver letters. Day after day, in spite 
of all this, the, children came to school, and went home 
again, and nothing was neglected, not even the examina- 
tions, the result of which is known as the “Promotion 
du Bombardement.” Finally, at the time he wrote his 
account, M. Forsan was able to state that although the 
schools had been hit by shells, no child or teacher had, 
at any time, come to any hurt. It is a fitting close to 
a wonderful story, and it is welcome to learn that the 
teachers of Rheims were recently specially mentioned 
in a Government “order of the day, ” and that the head 
teacher has received the high distinction of the Legion 
of Honor. 


The Quebec Bridge 


WHEN the central span of the great cantilever bride 
which now spans the St. Lawrence at Quebec was finally 
bolted into position, on the afternoon of Friday, the 
21st of last September, it was very generally recognized. 


They have, at.

not only that one of the great engineering feats of the 


world had been completed, but that the ‘bridge would 
be, in a very special sense, a memorial to the faith and 
perseverance of all concerned in its making. The story 
of the bridge is an inspiring one. It is a story of difficul- 
ties on top ae difficulties, of apparent failure on top of 
apparent failure, and of beth ultimately “swallowed up 
in success.” : 

More than sixty years ago the project Bt bridging 
the St. Lawrence at this point was first mooted... The 
Quebec City Council took up the question in 1853, and 
commissioned a New York engineer to prepare plans. The 
project at that time, however, got no further, and it was 
not until 1882 that the question was seriously considered 


again. In that year, Sir Benjamin Baker began his creat 


work of bridging the Forth at Queensferry, and the 
cantilever system, which he had decided to adopt, was 
very generally recognized as being the most’ suitable for 
the purpose of throwing a bridge across the St. Lawrence. 
The project was definitely taken up again shortly after- 
wards, and work was actually begun in 1900. Seven 
years later, as the great structure was approaching com- 
pletion, it suddenly collapsed. Within a very short time, 
a second bridge, on.a changed plan, was begun, and when 
this bridge was practically completed, in the September 
of last year, the work was once again thrown back by the 
collapse of the great central span, just as it was being 
bolted into position. Nothing daunted, the engineers 
grappled with the-task once more, and this time carried 
the project through to complete success. 

The bridge, of course, forms a part of the great 
national transcontinental system. It will shorten the 
journey between Halifax and Winnipeg by half a day, 
and its completion, at, the present juncture, when the need 
for the best possible and the quickest pgssible transport 
facilities is one of the urgent needs of the hour, is par- 
ticularly welcome. The enterprise is, moreover, a success 
in which both great political parties in the Dominion may 
claim a share. One of the great schemes conceived under 
the Liberal Administration of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, it 
has been carried through, in spite of many difficulties, 
under the Conservative Administration of Sir Robert 
Borden... — |! 

Those who know anything of the inner history of iiee 
project know how much its final success is due to 
the wise and considerate support which has been given 
to thes bridge company by the federal authorities, and 
how largely this policy on the part of the authorities is 
due to the wise statesmanship of Sir Robert Borden. As 
to the chief engineer, he has, in the great structure across 
the St. Lawrence, a tribute to his skill and devotion to 
which na words can add. 


The Outlook in South America 


ALTHOUGH there may be apparent hesyation and 
vacillation.in the policy of certain of the republics, there 
can be no question that the general trend of political sent!- 
ment in South America is hourly becoming more antago- 


anywhere else so fondly 


nistic to the Central Powers of Europe, and more 
favorable to the cause espoused by the United States. A 
recent summary points out that Argertina and Chile in 
the south of the lower continent, and Colombia ‘and 
Venezuela to the north, are the only nations in the group 
whose positions are not now clearly defined. 

It is in quarters where the democratic sentiment of 


South America finds free expression, and where it rises 


above all minor considerations, that one must look for 
evidence of the tendencies referred to. For example, in 
Peru, where German influence is pretty close to the mini- 
mum, during the debates on the Lorton outrage in Sep- 
tember, the upper house of Congress took undisguised 
pleasure in discussing this motion: 

‘ The Senate declares that the international policy of Peru 
should be inspired by the principle of the solidarify uniting 
the peoples of the.Continent with the United States. 

The debate reflected such a decided leaning toward 
the idea of continental solidarity at this time that, when 
the discussion reached its height, Senator Aliro Quesada 
offered as a substitute the following, emphasizing more 
strongly the view enunciated by the original, and the 


substitute was immediately accepted by the Government: 


The Senate declares that the international policy of Peru 
should be inspired by the principle of the solidarity uniting | 
the peoples of the Continent with the United States of 
America, in harmony with ‘the ideals of international 
justice proclatmed by President Wilson, and with the 
declarations formulated on the fifth of this month (Sep- 
tember) by the Minister of Foreign Affairs in the Chamber 

- of Deputies. 


This declaration, which, in effect, instructed the 
Peruvian Government to turn in confidence and friend- 
ship to the United States and its allies, was immediately 
adopted, and with what measure of tmanimity may be 
seen in the subsequent dismissal of Dr. Perl, the German 
Minister. This diplomatist had been accredited 4o both 
Peru and Ecuador, but with characteristic Berlinese tact- 
lessness and arrogance he had insulted the smaller Re- 
public in seeking to obtain from it, through the medium 
of the mails, an acceptance of his credentials. This was 
properly refused, and, after his peremptory dismissal by 
Peru, when he tried to obtain recognition from Ecuador 
by personally visiting its capital, he was promptly in- 
formed that his presence was not desirable. 

The two instances here related setve very clearly to 
uncover the underlying sentiment and to rev eal the actual 
temper of South America as regards the world struggle. 


gin the very nature of things, with German prestige 


waning everywhere else, German influence in Argentina, 
and in one or two of the neighboring republics, barely 
sufficient now to prevent a break, must soon give way 
altogether. 


New Home for the New York Sun. 


In CHARLES’ A. DANA’s time, and long afterward, 
the people regulariy engaged in writing pieces for the 
New York Sun were Wont to bréak forth, every little 
while, in fervid eulogy of the rattletrap occupied by that 
newspaper as a publication office. Most of these writers, 
including the editor himself, on enteririg the building, 
and feeling their way to what ~were, by courtesy, .called 
the editorial ro®ms, were filled with trepidation. 
the structure was, to the new attaché, oftener than not, an 
act of falling out of it. But the office had a charm for. 


the staff and its chief, and when the more or less offen- 


sive contemporary, the Tribune, ran up a modern building 
with a tall tower, a few doors away, the Sun’s editorial 
page reflected, for months, the contempt of its writing 
force for gingerbread architecture. The tradition, in the 
United States. that a newspaper office, especially with re- 
gard to its editorial department, must be’ a dilapidated 
and dingy ruin, may not have originated in the old Sun 
office, but it was probably never nurtured or cherished 
as in that establishment. So 
devoted to the building were the editors and reporters 


that they could forget, or overlook, when extolling it, that 
it had once been, the headquarters of the ‘Tammany - 


Society. 

Things are certainly changing. What, may it be asked, 
would Charles A. Dana have said if anybody had told 
him that the Sun would one day, not in the far remote 
future, be published from a building forty or fifty stories 
high; a building provided with marble Wainscoting, witl+ 
mosaic floors, with batteries of elevators, with mahogany- 
finished offices, single ar en suite, with unitormed janitors 
on every floor, and with a tall tower from which vessels 
passing Fire Island and Sandy Hook might be seen, on 
a clear day, with the naked eye? It is impossible to Say. 
He wrote his most pungent editorials behind windows 
which carried, year in and year out, the stratihed smoke 
and grime of Lower New York, and,1it-used to be said 
that all inspiration. left -him when fie went home, in the 
evening, to his cotintry place, and began to breathe 
fresh air. 3 

New York has changed, of course, with everything 
else. The site purchased by Frank A. Munsey, owner of 
the Sun, for the new home of that interesting newspaper, 
is now covered by the building, on Broadway. Chambers 
and Reade streets, hard by the City Hall Park, once 
occupied by Alexander T. Stewart, the first merchant 
prince of the United ‘States. “\lexander T. Stewart is an 
imposing name, but it was brought to New: York by an 
energetic, clear-visioned young Irishman, 
thing but imposing, just emerging from callow youth 
into early manhood. Stewart was. saving, and, before 
long was able.to open a little shop, the first af its kimd on 
Broadw ay. This was at 283 of that thoroughfare. Tle 
prospered in business and made several moves, always 
into larger quarters. At length he built what was at the 
time called a palace, a five-story block with a marble 
front, and here for vears he conducted the greatest retail 
dry-goods store in the country. The building, enlarged 
about a generation ago, isto be torn down to make room 
for the new home of the Sun. 

At the close of the “Civil War, New York had 
srown and changed so much, that Alexander T. Stewart 
decided to move “uptown.” That is, he decided towerect 
a building on Broadway between Ninth and Tenth streets. 
Whereupon many people shook their heads and began for 
the first time to dot ubt the wisdom of Alexander T. Stew- 
art. He was moving too far uptown, thev said. His 
custom would never follow him. Why, man, he was

It had become accustomed to the 
shadow of the Tribune's tall tow er, and could look with 
equanimity at even the Pulitzer dome. Tomorrow it will 
be installed on the top story of a structure that may 
make the Woolworth Building look like a Liberty bond 
cottage, and the question is, How can it sltine from such 
an eminence so that its cheering rays may reack the com- 
mon people on the ground level?
